Supply? 


CITIZENS Discuss TAT LENGTH. 


An Unanimous Sentiment Upon the 
Question—Resolutions Adopted 
Looking Toward That End- 
Future Line of Action. 


The mass meeting at Pemperance 
Temple on Broadway last night, called 
for a consideration of the city water 
system, was largely attended by 
, | citizens and property-owners.

MR. SHEWARD’S ADDRESS. 

J. T. Sheward, from the same com- 
mittee, then made ® ringing address, 
which was enthusiastically received. 
It was substantially as follows: 


The water is taken out of the river a con- 
siderable distance above Ivanhoe, and is 
brought to Ivanhoe in ‘an open ditch, 
= of this open ditoh runs through a pas- 

ture, where a large number of cattle are 
kept. This ditch rans along the bottom of 
a succession of hills and the cattie in this 
asture have free access. to this open diteh. 
o winter rains wash the accumulation 2 
filth into this diteh, Which accounts, 
large measure, for the pepullar odor of the 
water. This water is screened through a 
quarter-inch mesh. In this way the large 
substances are kept out by a man. be- 
ing stationed at this mesh or screen, day 
and night, to poe away the accumulations, 
but the odor and the -ecreenings of the filth 


cattle from dying inthe ditch and remain- 
ing there for several days, or until such 
time as some one may happen along to pull 
the animal out. ‘The main Er pipe be- 
tween lvanhoe and the e a 13-inch 
main, repaired in ma places with a 12- 
inch pipe. This main has been in the 
ground long enough to be almost valueless 
for other than immediate use. It wil! not 
bear 1 „ and will probably not last 
to ex and 
will need — — to replace 
with new pipe. inch maln is 
not sufficient to the pres- 
ent number of consumers now paying for 
water, and as the section grows aud ex- 
tensions are made it simply means a re- 
duction in the quantity to the present con- 
sumer. There is an ample supply of water 
at the fountain-head for a city of two hun- 
ousand inhabitauts; and good, pure 
water can be had in abundance by piping 
this open ditch trom the head waters to 
Lvanhoe, and in this wy secure ample 
force for all portions of the city, giving us 
better force and better fire facilities by the 
increased pressure. The pumping facil- 
ities of the Citizens’ Water Company is 
ample for all need, if a sufficient supply of 
water was. brought intothe pumping sta- 
tion. Less than one-third of the consumers 
use water pumped into the reservoirs. The 
other two-thirds take water direct from 
gravity pressure. The most serious trouble 
es in the distributing mains, most of 
which are only two-inch screw-pipe. Six- 
teen half - inen taps use up the entire capac- 
ityof atwo-inch main, allowing nothing 
for friction. The result is, ten or twelve 
consumers on comparatively low ground 
get what water they need, while those on 
igher ground get none, and consumers at 
the fartner end of the pipes get the vilest 
quality, and in very small quantities, which 
is the only redeeming feature. 

The Citizen’s. Water Company has about 
four miles of three, four and eight inch 
“cast” iron pipe mostly on Temple street, 
Bunker Hill and Grand avenue. The cast- 
iron pipe is all valuable where it 18, The 
sheet-irop pipe is of no account, only for 
present use, and the two-inch screw pipe, 
mostly in use for mains, is entirely too 
small for present need and utterly worthless 
in eVent of fire. The fire companies use 
two and a half to two and seven-eighths 
inch hose, and have two-inch mains to

It would be folly on the 
part of the city to advocate the purchasing 
of the Citizens’ Water W orks, as the entire 
system must be rebuilt before an a ſequate 
supply could be obtained. The city owns 
one of the finest reservoir sites on the hilis 
near Ivanhoe, and the city owns the water 
in the Los Angeles — aony which pee the 
consumer in a position to insist upona 
policy that means pure water, and plenty 
of it at a reasonable price. Physicians 
in the cit are unanimous that 
water should be boiled before 
used for drinking purposes, which places a 
seal of condemnation upon the water now 
furnished the consumer. A large amount 
of sickness ln the city has been attributed 
to impure water. Dogs have been seen 
bathing in the water at the pumping station 
by reputable people.

The Civil Code, under section 
548, March 7, 1881, and section 7 of 
that statute goes still further. The water 
mpanies are continually violating the law 
more than — rates estabiished 
by the uncil. There has been vast dis- 
criminations in the charges of the water 
companies. Consumers Soret the strong- 
est oa oe have succeeded in obtaining 
the lowest rates; especially in the rates 
charged by the Citizens? Water Company 
the method has been to get all possible and 
then hold out tempting 1 to quiet the 
tumult. In some cases this has had the de- 
sired effect. In others the result has been 
the reverse. The Council fixes the rate 
of the companies, and there can be 
no difference in the rates charged 
under the law The rates appl 
to all companies alike. They must be uni- 
form. The city can build a complete sys- 
tem of water works at a cost not to exceed 
$1,500,000 The revenues of the three com- 
panies amount in round figures to $430,000 
per annum. or 5 per cent. on $8,600,000, In 
ether werds, every three and ‘one-half 
years we are paying for a complete new sys- 
tem of water works of ample capacity in 
the revenues paid these companies, and 
have nothing to show for it. As good an 
authority as ex-Mayor Workman says: 
“He can take the revenues of the water 
companies and the city license and run the 
city government without a dollar of taxa- 
tion.

City Attorney McFarland, the third 
member of the committee, made a short 
address.

An attempt 
was made in the latest lease to create 
a monopoly, which, in his opinion, is 
null and void. There was a proviso 
that the lease can be terminated by 
either party at one year’s notice.

New Theories to AGGount for Its 
Disappearance. 

REDDING, June 18.—{By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Cloudy weather has 
obscured Mt. nee yesterday 
morning. Those viewed the 
mountain through spyglasses on Mon- 
day morning assert positively that the 
top of the north peak has disappeared 
and there is a flatplace on top. Mt. 
Shasta is eighty miles from Redding. 
The people of Sisson, which is thirteen 
miles from Shasta, say there is nothing 
wrong with the peaks, but it may be 
their view is not the same as from 
Redding. The theory seems to be that 
the accumulations of snow and ice 
have loosened a la quantity of rock 
on the apex and that the crater, which 
is known to exist on the north peak, 
has swallowed it.

The following are the 
principal changes made by the Senate 
committee in the Tariff Bill: Glass- 
ware classifications changed and 4 
large general reduction made. No 
bounty is to be given for less then 
five hundred pounds of sugar annually. 
Tobacco is unchanged. Slight re- 
ductions are made in many items in 
the agricultural schedule, and ex- 
porters of meat are not allowed a re- 
bate on salt used in curing meats. 
Duties on cotton manufactures are re- 
duced all through the schedule, There 
are only slight changes in wool, the 
principal one being to correct a typo- 
gtaphical error that the House re- 
fused to correct. The bounty for silk 
and silk cocoons raised and reeled in 
the United States is stricken out.

THE FOUL ASSAILANT,CAPTURED.

A dastardly crime came near being 
9 on Villa street Tuesday 
evening. A girl, 15 years of age, 
whose parents live in the northern 
part of town, and who was visiting rel- 
atives in the vicinity above mentioned, 
while walking along Villa street not 
far from Los Robles avenue, was sud- 
denly siezed by a man and thrown to 
the ground, and a desperate attempt 
made to outrage her. Her assailant, 
however, was-foiled in his purpose, for 
the screams of the girl quickly brought 
several neighbors to the scene, at the 
first notice of whose approach the man 
hastily made off. 

The assault took place between 6 
and 7 o’clock, when it was yet quite 
light. That section of Villa street is 
comparatively untraveled, and had it 
not been for the girl’s screams the vil- 
lain would probably have carried out 
his foul Fasel © police were im- 
mediately apprised of affair, and 
promptly. took steps to discover the 
guilty party. 

The man was evidently a stranger. 
His would-be victim described him as 
pee we about 80 years of age, of average 
height, rather stout and wearing a 
light mustache. He wore a soft hat 
A a a suit of clothes and a flannel 


Yesterday afternoon Marshal Peters 
of South Pasadena, who had been given 
a description of the man, found the 
person be was looking for near Gar- 
vanza. He was promptly arrested, 


brought here and placed in the hands 
of ae Slater. The Tres reporter 
visited e prisoner in his cell. He 


gave his name as Charles Stanton, and 
answers well to the description given 
by the girl. His story is that he asked 
her for some blackberries which she 
was carrying in a bucket. The gir! re- 
fusing him, he struck her on the cheek, 
knocking her down, He claims he had 
no intention of criminally assaulting 
her, and that he made no attempt to 
escape, but simply walked off down the 
railroad track. 

This story is not likely to hold 
water in a court of justice, as the girl 
was found after having been dragged 
through a hedge, with her clothing 
badlytorn. She claims Stanton threat- 
ened to kill her if she refused to sub- 
mit to him. The prisoner will be taken 
to Los Angeles this morning and com- 
mitted to jail to await trial.
